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BROADER OUTLOOK 
A FEW YEARS AGO a la y ma n wrote a 


book— the title of it is a g g ra v a ting ly elu­ 
siv e at the moment—intimating that the 


teaching profession is badly org anized. 


Young folk took training a s teachers and, 
after g etting jobs, became cloistered in the 
halls of education. 
The author sug g ested that teachers oug ht 
to take two or three y ears off occasionally , 
g et jobs in business or the professions, and 
then return to teaching with broadened 
v iewpoints and closer contacts with t h e 
workaday world. 
Dr. William S. Carlson, president of the 
State Univ ersity of New York, rev ealed 
similar thinking in a recent address to ed­ 
ucators. Charg ing that American univ ersi­ 
ties are suffering from “ hardening of the 
ca teg ories,” he professed that professors 
and teachers broaden their contacts. 
“ The professor of literature cannot talk 
with the social scientist,” he said. “ The 
historian cannot conv erse with the scien­ 
tist, and so hardened are the categ ories 
that a man in one basic science cannot 
communica te with a man in another basic 
science.” 
Carlson ca lls for a broader knowledg e 
among teachers to enable them to impart 
broader points of v iew to students, to the 
end that men and women ma y be able to 
think for themselv es. As it is, he fears, so­ 
ciety will be controlled by a sing le-minded 
technicians and narrow-minded ex perts. 
Needed, he sa y s, is a broader knowledg e 
that will permit men to rise abov e their 
g a dg ets and their technolog ists and master 
them, instead of being mastered by them. 


WATCHING YUGOSLAVIA 
OF GREATER INTEREST than before 
to Russia ’s sa telite nations, fearful under 
the new Moscow reg ime, must be the de­ 
g ree of accord that Yug oslav ia, an inde­ 
pendent Communist nation, is a b l e to 
maintain with the nations of the free world. 
Georg e V. Allen, who has retired as a m ­ 
bassador to Yug oslav ia and is being brief­ 
ed for his new post as ambassador to India, 
is conv inced that this is the ca se. 
Mr. Allen, a career diplomat who has 
been in the foreig n serv ice since 19 03 and 
is a recog nized authority on the Middle 
Ea st, thinks in terms of Yug oslav ia, that 
“ national independence is a strong er arg u­ 
ment than a ny ideolog y .” The U. S. atti­ 
tude of scrupulous reg ard to the independ­ 
ence and sov ereig nty of that nation has 
paid hig h div idends, he sa y s, in breaking 
down Russian propag anda that this coun­ 
try is “ a ruthless imperialist power.”

Professors and clerg y men are people, 


too. They do not limit their human rela ­ 
tions to the functional v ocations by which 


they earn their liv elihoods. They ha v e hu­ 
man passions and they suffer from human 


foibles; they lov e and hate; some are wise 
in the wa y s of the world, some are stupid 
in 
many 
thing s 
outside 
their 
chosen 
spheres. 
In a word, professors and clerg y men are 
not an elite apart and different from all 
other citizens. Ev en as y ou and I, they are 
human. This discov ery may shock some of 
them. 
Recently , Cong ressman Harold Ii. Velde 
said something about looking into the do­ 
ing s of the clerg y and immedia tely a hue 
and cry went forth about relig ious freedom. 
If a clerg y ma n committed a murder, as 
has sometimes happened, no one relates 
that to the sanctity of relig ion. It' mea ns 
only that one clerg y man was irrelig ious 
and permitted his human passions to m is­ 
lead him. A sig ner, he must take the con­ 
sequences of his wrong doing , here and 
hereafter, the sa me as any other murderer 
would hav e to. 
Actually , to a ssume otherwise would, in 
itself, be a v iolation of the Command­ 
ments, because it would make of this ser­ 
v ant of God a deity , a g od on earth, not a 
man but a creature bey ond man. No self­ 
respecting clerg y ma n of any church of God 
would permit any one to so insult him. 
Therefore, while sev eral y ea rs ag o, when 
lists of those endorsing Communist p u r ­ 
poses appeared in the “ Daily Worker,” 
they contained a few names of the clerg y , 
today , by a ctual count, the clerg y show up 
with about 50 per cent of all names. 
This phenomenon requires analy sis and 
study and that is being done by those who 
are concerned with Communist infiltration 
in the United States. 
Sev eral ex planations are g iv en for this: 
1. Many clerg y men are deeply mov ed by 
the need for peace in the world. While they 
are not necessa rily Communists, they are 
g oing throug h the process of joining com­ 
mittees and sig ning petitions which are 
Communist-inspired and directed. Many an 
.actor or professor g ot himself into trouble 
for joining with Communists in ca uses 
which seemed innocent and humane but 
were desig ned to harm America. 
It is impossible to say that a Christian 
minister should not support a peace mov e­ 
ment if that is what his conscience dictates. 
Yet, as a man and a citizen, whatev er his 
v ocation, when he permits himself to be­ 
come a pawn in the Communist effort to 
destroy the American will to resist the 
forces for our destruction a s 
a people, 
forces formerly directed by Stalin and now 
by Malenkov , then he becomes a peril to 
our civ ilization and, ag ain whatev er his 
v ocation, he must suffer the consequences 
of his decisions. 
2. In a free society there are no orthodox 
and no unorthodox opinions. A man ma y be­ 
liev e what he wishes to believ e and ma y 
ex press his v iew’s as he chooses. He is re­ 
sponsible for his own deciions whatev er 
they may be.

New Plastic Burn Covering 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
WITH the threat of atomic 
warfare and the sev ere burns it 
mig ht bring to soldiers and civ il­ 
ians, the Armed Forces as well 
as municipal authorities are day 
by day g iv ing g reater thoug ht to 
quicker and better methods of 
treating 
sev ere 
burns 
of 
all 
kinds. 
Of course, in burns where con­ 
siderable areas of the body are 
badly charred, the body proc­ 
esses hav e to be treated as well 
as the burned areas themselv es. 
May Cause Shock 
If a burn is sev ere enoug h, it 
causes shock, and here is where 
doctors hav e found way s of com­ 
bating the condition by g iv ing 
plasma and blood. Penicillin and 
other antibiotic drug s are also 
often g iv en in order to prev ent 
sev ere 
infections 
which 
may 
dev elop. 
A dang er that may result from 
burns is tetanus or lockjaw. 
When the v ictim has not been 
Immunized ag ainst tetanus, a 
serum known as tetanus a nti­ 
tox in should be g iv en immedi­ 
ately . Ev en a person who has 
been immunized should hav e a 
dose of tetanus antitox in. 
Of course, with any sev ere 
burn, the pain and ang uish is 
reliev ed immediately by the doc­ 
tor with pain-reliev ing drug s, 
for these will lessen the shock 
and make it easier to handle the 
burns. 
The cov ering of a bum is v ery 
important. 
To 
prev ent 
v ital 
serum needed in the body from 
seeping from a burn, the doctors 
In the Armed Forces are now de­ 


v elop ing a p lastic Aim which can 
be qu ickly sp ray ed on the skin 
with a sp ray gu n or aerosol 
bomb. 
Keep Out Bacteria 
This p lastic has p rov ed im­ 
p ermeable to bacteria and germs. 
It is also v ery adhesiv e to the 
skin, elastic, w ater-resistant and 
v ery tou gh. This is another trib­ 
u te to the doctors in the Armed 
Forces for their continu ed con­ 
tribu tion to medical science. 
This ty p e of dressing is mu ch 
qu icker to ap p ly than cu mber­ 
some bandages. As far as can be 
seen, healing of the bu rn is not 
retarded by this new method of 
treatm ent. 
The resu lts with this new plas­ 
tic film hav e been v ery encou rag­ 
ing, thou gh still ex p erim ental. 
It wou ld seem th at u nder condi­ 
tions where large nu mbers of 
p eop le m ight be badly bu rned, 
this fast method of treatm ent 
cou ld p rov e life-sav ing to many . 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. S. P.: W hat is the best 
way to treat nau sea and v omit­ 
ing du ring p regnancy ? 
Answer: Since nearly fifty per 
cent of the women who are p reg­ 
nant hav e nau sea and v omiting 
du ring the first three m onths of 
p regnancy , not too mu ch con­ 
cern shou ld be p aid to normal 
am ou nts of this distress du ring 
these 
months. 
Usu ally 
eating 
smaller am ou nts of food at more 
frequ ent interv als and the eat­ 
ing of 
a greater 
am ou nt of 
starches helps. The u se of seda­ 
tiv es 
and a dru g

firew ood sh ould be neatly piled 
or placed in a bin andkcpt se p arate j 
fr m all w aste papers and r a g s , 
wh ich m ay cause spontaneous h eat­ 


ing. 
Your ash barrel will be e x a m ­ 
ined. It sh ould be m etal—-putting 
h ot ash es against wood h as c a us­ 
ed m any fires. 
Th en th e 
inspectors 
will 
turn 
th eir attention to furnaces, stov es 
o r smoke pipes close to com bust­ 
ible ceilings or partitions. C h arring 
of wood, blistering of p a i n t , or 
wood th at is h ot wh en y ou h o l d 
y our h and against it are signs th at 
th e tem p erature in th at area is dan ­ 
gerously h igh . 
Poorly supported and corroded 
sm oke pipes also present a f i r e 
h azard—and a serious th rea t to 
y our life.

Y O tT. GAS appliances will be in­ 
spected, to be sure th ere a re no 
conditions wh ich migh t cause gas 
leaks or ex plosions. If y ou h av e an 
oil burner, th e installation, supply

stan dards of th e National B oard of 
F ire U nderw riters. 
Y’our ch im ney s will get a going 
o v er from th e inside. W o o d e n 
b eam s ex tending into c h i m n e y 
walls h av e started m any fires. U n­ 
used ch im ney openings sh ould 
be 
sealed with brick or with tigh t-fit­ 
ting m etal stops. 
T h ere sh ould be a clean-out door 
a t th e base of th e ch im ney , to be 
used in cleaning out th e soot wh ich 
can cause ch im ney fires.

basem en t, th ey will get t h e i r

which may cause spontaneous h e a t- ; 
tag. 
Your ash barrel will be e r m ­ 
ined.

their attention to furnaces, stoves < 
or smoke pipes close to com bust­ 
ible ceilings or partitions. C harring 
of wood, blistering of p a i n t , or 
wood that is hot when you h o l d 
your hand against it are signs that 
the tem p eratu re in that area is dan 
gerously high. 
Poorly supported and corroded 
sm oke pipes also present a f i r e 
hazard—and a serious th reat to 
your life.

Bingo Issue 


Could Assure 


Voter Turnout 


Measure Now Facing 
Legislature Legalising 
Controversial Lottery 


COLUMBUS 
The Ohio G en er­ 
al Assem bly could easily assure a 
big turnout for next 
N ovem ber's 
off y ear election. 
All the legislators need to do is 
p ass an upcom ing proposal to le­ 
galize bingo under the state con­ 
stitution. 
Rep. John D. Sweeney J r . ( R — 
S um m it I says he will offer such a 
proposal in the form of a constitu­ 
tional am en d m en t. 
P roposals 
to change 
the Con­ 
stitution require approval by three- 
fifths of Senate and House m e m b er 
to win a place on an election ballot. 
V oters then h a \c the final say on 
adoption or defeat. R egular bills 
require only a favorable m ajority 
for legislative approval. 
N ovem ber balloting custom arily 
is light in elections lacking p resi­ 
dential 
or statew ide contests to 
w het the interest of voters. A bingo 
question could ch an g e that p ro s­ 
pect for next N ovem ber when m u n ­ 
icipal, tow nship and school officials 
will be elected. 
C ontroversy has raged since the 
1943 Legislature acted to exem pt 
charity bingo from a sta te ban on 
gam bling. It changed anti g a m b ­ 
ling law s so they wouldn't apply 
to anyone operating ‘'not for his 
own profit.’’ 
Some churches, various fratern al 
organizations and individuals then 
felt free to run bingo g am es so 
long as proceeds went for charity 
to com ply with the law. 
But 
several 
courts 
have dis­ 
ag re e d with the Legislature. They 
have held that bingo is gam bling, 
even if operated for charity. They 
said it violated Article XV, Section 
6. of the Ohio Constitution that 
rea d s: 
“ Lotteries, and the sale of lot­ 
te ry tickets, for any purpose w h at­ 
ever. shall forever be prohibited 
in this s ta te .” 
The Ohio S u p re m e Court has yet 
to settle the question. 
Sweeney, 
a 
first-term er, 
said 


“ since the courts ca n 't seem to 
m a k e up their m inds about the 
lottery question I think the people i 
should m ak e the decision ” 
Sw eeney said he decided to offer 
his proposal after Rep. Anthony 
O. C alabrese (D —C uyahoga) intro­ 
duced a hill to license charity bingo 
g am e s for $100 a y ear to raise 
m oney for handicapped children. 
C alabrese also sponsored bills to 
ta x juke boxes $1 a m onth and 
pinball m achines $25 a month. 
C om m enting on 
the C alabrese 
bingo bill, Gov. F ran k J. Lausche 
said: 
“ If a bill of that type rea ch es 
m y desk, it will be retu rn ed to 
the le g is la tu re with my veto with 
u n precedented dispatch ” 
It 
takes a three fifths vote in 
each house to override a veto. 
Sweeney 
noted 
a 
proposal 
to 
ch an g e the Constitution would by­ 
p ass the governor. le g is la tiv e a p ­ 
proval of constitutional am en d m e n t 
resolutions puts them directly on 
election ballots. 
G am bling got an airing w hen the 
H ouse overw helm ingly p assed and 
sent to the Senate a bill to in 
c re ase 
the 
tax 
on 
pari-m utuel 
horse race betting. 
Rep. Roy IL Longenecker ( l l — 
Wood), a Baptist m inister, te rm e d 
it a “ dangerous p reced en t” to fur- 
I thor 
entrench 
gam bling 
in 
the 
! sta te. 
“ If you follow this line.” he a d ­ 
ded. “ it won t be long until we 
legalize dog racing and bingo and 
slot 
m achines 
retu rn 
with 
the 
state taking a p erc en ta g e.” 
U m g en eck cr noted the governor, 
long a foe of com m ercial 
g a m ­ 
bling. said the state needed the 
m oney and observed: 
“ Any state w here gam bling be 
com es 
state wide will 
find 
ulti­ 
m ately that the g a m b lers run the 
s ta te .” 
Rep. Floyd B. Griffith ( R —Allen) 
backed Longenecker to the hilt. 
B ut the vote count showed them 
in a 11412 minority.
